LOS ANGELES, Feb. 9.— Fred P. Gregson, traffic manager of 
the associated jobbers of Los Angeles, today defended the state 
railroad commission at the first hearing here before the joint leg­ 
islative committee which is investigating rate fixing m ethods em ­ 
ployed by the commission. 
Gregson declared that while he is not satisfied with state rail­ 
road rates, he is opposed to “ wiping out or crippling the railroad 
commission.

ed to convince anyone of the justice of the King taxation bill, now under 


discussion, all of these elements were provided in the talks of Governor 


Stephens and Clyde L. Seavey, of the State Board of Control, at the 
Rotary luncheon yesterday. 
No one who heard the speakers could ques­ 
tion either their sincerity or their thorough familiarity with the sub­ 
ject under discussion, 
tlie y certainly made out their case, which re­ 
solves itself to this— Shall the corporations be made to pay taxes at the 
same ratio as other people? 
The answer is— They shall. 
And the King 
bill will make them do it. 
One may entertain some doubt as to the ability of th<e Legislature, 
the State Board of Equalization and the Railroad Commission to make 
the tax “stay put” on the corporations, and still be justified in favoring 
the King bill. 
Put the tax on the corporations in proportion to that 
paid by others, and it will at least be up to the corporations to stand 
from under if they can. 
And they can if the tax is unjust, for sooner or 
later it will be taken into consideration in the revision of rates. 
It will 
either figure in helping them get a raise or in helping them to prevent a 
reduction. 
Meantime they will be paying pro-rata with other taxpayers, 
and if and when relief is afforded through service rates it will probaby be 
just and right that it should be afforded. 
This question, specifically, and a collateral question of even greater 
importance in a large political and civic sense, is fully discussed on the 
editorial page of this paper.

CHICAGO, Til., Feb. 9.—The ter­ 
centenary of the planting of the first 
potato in the United States will be 
next December, according to Dr. Ber­ 
thold Laufer, curattor of anthropol­ 
ogy, of the field museum here. 
“The potato entered this country,” 
Dr. Laufer said, in an address be­ 
fore the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, “not as 
surmised by de Candolle, through an 
alleged band of Spanish adventurers, 
but In a perfectly respectable man­ 
ner from Bermuda, where it 
had 
been introduced some years previ­ 
ously from England. 
“For a long time the belief was en­ 
tertained by botanists that the open- 
auk, described among the wild roots 
of Virginia by Thomas 
H ariot 
in 
1588, was to represent our potato. 
This speculation is erroneous. 
Data 
from the history 
of 
the Bermudas 
now make it perfectly clear that the 
potato was one of the plants which 
a t that time and until then (that Is, 
1621) Virginia had not.’

"The history of the Bermudas re 
ports that in 1613
